The Nazi go vernment has crammed many 
strang e things do wn Germany’s thro at, but it is 
no t getting alo ng so well with its effo rts to Hit- 
lerize religio n. It met its first no table defeat 
when, in co nnectio n with the Martin Luther fes­ 
tival, it tried to abo lish the use o f the Hebrew 
Old Testam ent and the Christian Cro ss. 
German religio us leaders remembered o nly to o 
well the spirit o f Luther. Pro testant ministers by 
tho usands defied the go vernment and celebrated 
Luther’s Centennial by a new declaratio n o f re­ 
lig io us independence. 
Catho lic leaders upheld 
their revo lt, fo rgetting o ld enmities, kno wing 
th at it was better to make co mmo n cause with 
Pro testants than to to lerate po litical dictatio n' 
to any religio us gro up. 
The revo lt co ntinues and gro ws. Reichbisho p 
Ludwig Mueller is unable to impo se his unifo rm 
service o n the Pro testant churches. The minis­ 
ters flatly declare th at they will no t be “dra­ 
go o ned into having a text' prescribed.” They will 
no t make church service a “military drill.” They 
will no t let religio n be regimented by po liticians.
